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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Newly 
cited references to Koopmans, Tan et al., and Sturcken et al. each show stacked 
microelectronic devices wherein the top device is adhesively bonded to the lower 
device with adhesive that does not cover the entire lower face of the top device. 
None of the references is prior art, however, against the instant invention and 
none of the references shows the claimed method of applying the adhesive to the 
rear surface of a semiconductor wafer, defining a plurality of adhesive pads 
within the adhesive layer, and singulating the wafer into individual microelectronic 
components. 

It is further noted that the previously cited reference to Jiang et al. is also 
not prior art against the instant invention.
